Geis Bill Outlawing

SPRINGFIELD, Ill. — Bills to 
outlaw restrictive property cov- 
enants which have resulted in 
the segregation of racial groups 
were introduced last week in the 


Illinois House of Representa- 
tives. 
One measure was introduced 


by a Democratic group and one 
by a Republican group. The 
bills are expected to become one 
of the most hotly contested is- 
sues of this session. Many pre- 
vious legislative attempts to 
make such covenants illegal 
have been beaten. 

The measures would make re- 
strictions “as against public pol- 
icy” and would repeal the sec- 
tions of the statutes which now 
permit them to be executed. Ail 
covenants which restrict the sale, 
lease or rental of any property 
“by any person or persons of a 
particular race, color, creed or 
religion” would be declared to 
be “void as against public pol- 
icy and wholly unenforceable.”

MIAMI, Fla.—Insertion of a 
clause by a real estate dealer 
prohibiting Jews from buying 
property in a new development, 
has aroused the Jewish com- 
munity of Miami Beach, and 
brought forth stinging editor- 
ials in the Miami Daily News. 


The clause in the deed says 
that no portions of said com- 
munity can “ever be used or 
occupied, domestic servants ex- 
cepted, by any person of Jewish 
or Hebrew descent or race, or 
by any other person of any 
race or descent other than 
Caucasian.” 


The Daily News editorial 
said: “The American courts, 
which are the last resort of 
democratic justice, should find 
ways to rule totally out of or- 
der a new type of real estate 
contract which has been drawn 
up by Victor Nurmi, Fort Lau- 
derdale developer. . . . This is 
a clause which might have been 
lifted from the Nuremberg laws 
of Germany .. .”

Takes Ad Saying 
It's National Rule 


A resolution against the dis- 
criminatory agreement of the 
Ridgewood, N. J. Real Estate 
Board, which has agreed not to 
sell or rent property to Jews, wus 
sent to the New Jersey Real 
Estate Commission by the New 
Jersey Jewish War Veterans. The 
resolution, also sent to Governor 
Walter E. Edge and Attorney 
General Walter D. Van Riper of 
New Jersey, asked that the prac- 
tices of the Ridgewood realtors, 
contrary to the purpose of the 
war, be acted against and dis- 
couraged, “since it is a privilege 
to conduct business in the state,” 
and called upon the governor 
and attorney general for legisl2- 
tion outlawing such practices.

The Ridgewood Board of Real- 
tors, Inc., in a full-page news- 
paper advertisement defended it- 
self by calling attention to a 
clause in the code of the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards, 
which says: “A realtor never 
should be instrumental in intro- 
ducing into a neighborhood a 
character of property or occup- 
ancy, members of any race or na- 
tionality, or any _ individuals 
whose presence will clearly be 
detrimental to property values 
in the neighborhood.” 

The Ridgewood realtors agree- 
ment came to public notice when 
the Board voted 7 to 6 against 
disciplinary action against a mem- 
ber firm which had sold a house 
to a person of Jewish parentage. 
The dealers declared that their 
code was aimed at “undesirables,” , 
and not at Jews or any other 
minority.

Israel's Survival 


During The Ages Explained

New Orleans, La. 
has become “smart” and 
“modern” to ridicule the die- 
tary laws. Any number of young 
people—and some not so young 
—feel they have graduated into 
intellectual maturity by eating 
ham. They are no longer old- 
fashioned. They no longer incon- 
venience themselves by keeping 
“kosher” homes. 

And yet if one seeks to find 
the secret of Israel’s survival 
through the ages and Israel’s 
spiritual eminence, there is but 
one honest conclusion—the ob- 
servance of laws of kashrus. No 
lip service to ideals kept Israel 
intact and constantly aware of 
its “chosen-ness.” Rather it was 
kashrus and the close-knit com- 
munity life it made necessary; it 
was this constant reminder of 
Israel’s distinctiveness. And if 
today you wish to judge the vi- 
tality of a Jewish community, 
judge it not by talk of “loyalty” 
to Judaism which is cheap, but 
| by adherence to the discipline of 
the Jewish dietary laws. 

Recently the Eternal Light 
radio program depicted the life 
of Waldemar M. W. Haffkine 
whose discovery of the anti- 
cholera vaccine and Bubonic 
plague serum have saved the lives 
of many millions of men. The 
following depicts a scene between 
him and the famous Louis Pas- 
teur. They are seated at Pasteur’s 
dinner table. 

Pasteur: We're glad to have 
you Haffkine. Professor Metchni- 
koff has recommended you very 
highly. Don’t you like food, Haff- 
kine? 


Haffkine: Why, the bread is 
fine, Monsieur. 
Pasteur: I’m sorry. Metchni- 


koff told me you observe the Jew- 
ish dietary laws. Let me _ get 
you some hard boiled eggs. 

Haffkine: Thank you, Monsieur. 

Pasteur: Haffkine, it’s been 
my rule never to discuss a man’s 
religion : We a ewe A as 
don’t you as a scientist find these 
dietary restrictions . . . these in- 
junctions against mixing milk and 
meat... well, don’t you find your 
them slightly incompatible with 
your profession? 


Haffkine: Monsieur Pasteur, 
you’re a_ bacteriologist, aren't 
you? 

Pasteur: I try to be. Why? 


Haffkine: Under Hebrew die- 
tary laws the blood is removed 
from the vascular system of all 
animals slaughtered for food. 
Would you call that bad bacteri- 


ology? 
Pasteur: No. I dare say I 
wouldn’t. Hmm. It’s quite true 


that after death the blood is in- 
vaded by microbial germs. 

Haffkine: That’s our dietary 
law, Monsieur. For three thou- 
sand years we have sterilized in 
boiling water all utensils con- 
taminated by unclean objects. We 
have rejected animal carcases 
tainted with infection. We have 
purified our meat with crystal 
salt. I find it very curious that 
these ancient rituals are now con- 
firmed and blessed by the modern 
microscope. 

Pasteur: Perhaps so. Doctor 
Haffkine. But so many rituals. 

Haffkine: You wonder that I 
observe them all, don’t you? 

Pasteur: I’m afraid I do. 

Haffkine: And I find myself 
wondering what life would be like 
without its ceremonials. No man 
can breathe pure oxygen. 

Pasteur: Metchnikoff warned 
me I was acquiring an excellent 
microscope and... 

Haffkine: A prayer shawl? 

Pasteur: Yes. 

This same illustrious scientist 
wrote more fully of the value of 
kashrus in the following quota- 
, tion: “It may appear a minute 


matter to pronounce the Hebrew 
blessing over bread, and to ac- 
custom one’s children to do so. 
Yet if a Jew, at the time of par- 
taking of food, remembers the 
identical words used by his fel- 
low Jews since time immemorial 
and the world over, he revives in 
himself, wherever he be at the 
moment, communion with his im- 
perishable race. In contrast to 
note a few of our co-religionists 
who have no occasion for weeks 
and months together to bestow a 
thought on their Creed or their 
People, the Jew who keeps Krash- 
rus has to think of his religious 
and communal allegiance on the 
occasion of every meal; and, on 
every such occasion, the observ- 
ance of those laws constitutes a 
renewal of acquiescence in the 
fact that he is a Jew, and a de- 
liberate acknowledgement of that 
fact.” 

The supreme motive, however, 
of the Dietary Laws remains Holi- 
ness, not as an abstract idea but 
as a regulating principle in the 
everyday lives of men, women 
and children. “The Dietary Laws 
train us in the mastery over our 
appetites; they accustom us to re- 
strain both the growth of desire 
and the disposition to consider 


pleasure of eating and drinking 
as the end of man’s existence” 
(Maimonides). Whosoever eats 
forbidden foods becomes imbued 
with the spirit of impurity, and is 
cast out of the realm of Divine 
Holiness (Zohar). Rejection of 
the Dietary Laws has at various 
times been considered as equiva- 
lent to apostasy. The Maccabean 
martyrs died rather than trans- 
gress them. At the present day, 
the great majority of Jews con- 
tinue to abstain from forbidden 
food, not only from personal aver- 
sion, but because “our Father in 
Heaven has decreed that we 
should abstain from it” (Sifra). 
These laws constitute an invalu- 
able training in self-mastery. “Is 
there not something spiritually 
attractive in the idea of the Jew 
of this age voluntarily submitting 
to restrictions on his appetites for 
the sake of duty—forming one 
of a religious guild, whose spe- 
cial characteristic is its self-con- 
trol? It ought to be the pride of 
the Modern Jew and every child 
should be taught to feel it-—that 
his religion demands from him a 
self-abnegation from which other 
religionists are absolved; that the 
price to be paid for the privilege 
of belonging to the hierarchy of 
Israel is continuous and conscious 
self-sacrifice. The Dietary Laws 
foster this spirit of self-surrender. 
Respect for them teaches and 
helps the Jew, in Rabbinic lan- 
guage, to abase his desires before 
the will of his Father in Heaven.”

Here 
is how The Press states the 
case: 

“Segregation” Deplored 

How would we react if in these 
United States of America we 
saw a sign neatly placed in a 
corner or on a wall in one of 
our public schools reading as 
follows: “This section reserved 
for Jewish students” or words 
to that effect? The answer is 
obvious. We would be shocked 
and horrified beyond words at 
the very thought of it. 

Yet the idea is not as_ fan- 
tastic as one might imagine. 
That sign does appear in our 
schools, particularly in our Sioux 
City High Schools. No, it is not 
displayed on the walls, nor is 
this rule imposed by the school 
authorities, but the sign is there 
nevertheless, placed by Jewish 
boys and girls, and is sort of 
self imposed segregation ... 

During recess, lunch hour, as- 
sembly, morning and afternoons, 
the Jewish youth congregate in 
one place ,shutting out, so to 
speak, all outsiders . . . There 
is nothing particularly wrong 
about Jewish boys and girls 
gathering and visiting with each 
other. It is a perfectly natural 
impulse ... but there is a time 
and place for everything. 

Young people may and do 
gather at the Jewish Community 
Center, which is a common meet- 
ing ground for the Jewish youth. 
They may meet in their homes 
and perhaps in the Synagogue, 
but the public school is the melt- 
ing pot of America where creed, 
class, color and religious differ- 
ences do not, or at least should 
not, exist and in which they 
have no place.

And that’s where I found a clue 
to the missing name. Among the 
cities captured by the Russian 
armies that morning (Jan. 28) 
was one named Levoca. But sure- 
ly, you will object, no man can 
be named Levoca. You are right. 
To arrive at the name it was nec- 
essary for me to reconstruct the 
history of that city. Levoca, now 
part of Czechoslovakia, formerly 
belonged to Poland. Its Polish 
name was Lewkowice, pronounc- 
ed Lefkovitz. There I had the 
name—Lefkovitz. The first bear- 
er of that name had been a native 
of Levoca. 

The chief category of names is 
derived from the native town of 
your first ancestor who assumed 
a family name. Names in this 
class are Wiener (from Vienna), 
Pariser (Paris), Lemberger (Lem- 
berg), Krakauer (Cracow), Grod- 
ner (Grodno), Berliner (Berlin). 
The very common name of Shap- 
iro——or Spira, Schapiro, Safier, 
etc., is derived from the Palatine 
city of Speyr, the oldest Jewish 
settlement in Central Europe. In 
the 6th century, when a sizable 
Jewish community settled in 
Speyr, the town’s name was Spira. 
This category can also be extend- 
ed to include Rappaport, a name 
created by the famous 16th cen- 
tury Rabbi, Menahem Abraham 
Papa, from the Italian rapa, turn- 
ip, and the name of his native 
town, Porta, near Verona. 


Some Taken from Occupations 

A second category is the oc- 
cupational one. I have a friend 
whose name is Feitler. His name 
means “Shirt Man”, and was first 
assumed by a village peddler 
whose specialty was shirts. To 
this class belong names like Sch- 
lesinger (Silesian), and Green- 
berger (native of Greenberg, 
Silesia). Those who first assumed

CHICAGO—Fear that the post- 
war period might bring a wave of 
intolerance this week led to the 
formation of a permanent com- 
mittee to fight religious and racial 
bigotry in Chicago’s public 
schools. 

The meeting at which the com- 
mittee was set up was called by 
the Chicago Civil Liberties com- 
mittee. 

As evidence of the danger of 
such postwar developments, 
speakers cited recent instances in 
which Jewish pupils were assault- 
ed and at least one case in which 
a teacher has openly engaged in 
anti-Semitic statements in the 
tlassroom. The general  senti- 
ment of the meeting is that school 
Officials have not been firm 
enough in dealing with the situa- 
tion. 

Ira Latimer, executive secre- 
tary of the Civil Liberties com- 
mittee, criticized school princi- 
pals who take the position that 
the teaching of tolerance touches 
on the “controversial” and there- 
fore is not properly on the cur- 
ticulum. 

The committee will work for 
the adoption of a program along 
the lines of that instituted in the 
Detroit schools after the 1943 race 
riots, In Detroit intercultural 
and interracial education are in- 
Corporated in the regular course 
of studies.

One Night in New York 


N ROUTE home from a brief Pesach furlough in Boston we 

4 stopped off in New York. Learned from friends that the 
Seminary School of Jewish Studies of the Jewish Theological Sem- 
inary was presenting the final program in a series, “Folk Art in 
Jewish Tradition.” Decided to attend. 

After a period of anxious and extended telephoning finally 
obtained the services of a member of Hashomer Hadati, who stayed 
ir our hotel room while our two-year-old Yammy slept. Proceeds 
for Kibbutz Aliyah. 

The audience at the Seminary numbered several hundred, most 
of them women, who constitute the great majority of the students 
at the School of Jewish Studies. The program was stimulating. 

Charming Corinne Chochem told of the creation of new “Pal- 
estinian” folk dances by her group. The thought occurred to us: 
Some of these young people would one day perhaps go to Palestine, 
and introduce there, the “Palestinian” dances which were created 
in New York! Is this not an instance of cultural inspiration derived 
by the Galut from the Yishuv? 

Prof. Hillel Bavli spoke on the life of Rachel, the Palestinian 
poetess, and commented on the number of women in Eretz who 
are outstanding in the life of the country. We pondered: Where 
z#re the Jewish women leaders in the cultural or spiritual life of 
American Jewry? We have our leaders of Hadassah, and our wom- 
en prominent in affairs philanthropic, but few who are creatively 
active—as Jews— in religion, art, music, literature, philosophy, etc. 
There is Miss Chochem in the dance, Judith Kaplan Eisenstein in 
music, Elma Ehrlich Levinger and a few others who have written 
books for children. Who else? 

Chana Amsterdam (now Mrs. Sam Kligfeld) formerly of 
Cleveland sang several folk songs, and we noted the emphasis 
which her rendition gave to the Oriental quality of the music. 
These were songs not from the Polish ghetto, but from the Arab 
campfires. Truly the Jew is more Arab than he is European, and 
in Palestine he is returning to his native habitat. 

As usual the program ended with audience participation in 
an endless Horah and variations. For muscular and lung develop- 
ment, as well as for training in timing and co-ordination, the Horah 
is hereby recommended for inclusion in the program of basic in- 
fantry training. 

And after the dancing—more singing and still more over tea 
and cake in the student lounge. Too, a stolen visit, after permissible 
hours, to the comfortable and home-like quarters of the Seminary’s 
rabbinical students. Each room was far larger, more tastefully 
furnished, more modern and beautiful, than our expensive hotel 
room. 

A final walk under the Seminary Arch, to the basement drug 
store on the corner, favorite hangout of the student body, a part- 
ing insult from the harried and late working woman at the soda 
counter, and the remaining few blocks to the downtown subway. 

At the Jewish Theological Seminary one breathes the very air 
cf Jewish creativity in America. Here is pulsating, meaningful Jew- 
ish life, Jewish values, Jewish scholarship; here is Jewish dignity. 
The spirit is reflected alike from the studious and cavorting among 
the students, to the more sedate, almost saintly among the faculty.

O nation loses its right to 
existence as long as _ it 

recognizes a moral code, even if 
frail, the flesh is weak, human, 
it fails to live up to it. Man is 
beings succumb to temptations. 
Nations, like individuals, may for 
selfish reasons do things which 
they themselves know are wrong. 
As long as the awareness that 
wrong is being done is still pres- 
ent, even though it may be cover- 
ed up by a multitude of pretexts, 
there is still hope that the moral 
sense hasn’t been utterly exting- 
uished. However, when wrong is 
elevated to the status of right, 
when evil is embodied in a statute, 
when iniquity becomes codified, 
then the nation which has con- 
sented so to live loses its right to 
continue to exist. 


The Canaanites had elevated 
their abominations to the rank of 
law (Lev. 18.3,30). They defiled 
the very soil upon which they 
lived. Their degradation deprived 
them of the right to live in the 
Holy Land. The land vomited 
them out. 

Centuries later, Isaiah forecast 
disaster for Israel for the very 
same reason. Iniquity and oppres- 
sion had in Israel become em- 
bodied in law. “Woe unto them 
that decree statutes of unright- 
eousness, and to the scribes who 
inscribe iniquity; to turn aside, 
take away the right of the poor 
the needy from judgment, and to 
of My people; that widows may 
be their spoil, and that they make 
the fatherless their prey! And 
what will ye do in the day of 
visitation, and in the ruin which 
shall come from far? To whom 
will ye flee for help? And where 
will ye leave your glory?” (Isa. 
10.1-3). 

Where can those modern na- 
tions take refuge that have not 
only broken every moral law, but 
have endowed every abomination 
and crime with the aura of sanc- 
tity? Can there be any escape for 
them from the wrath of the Lord.

Week of Mourning for FDR Set; 
National Bodies Issue Statements 


Jewish Telegraphic Agency 

NEW YORK—The Synagogue 
Council of America representing 
Orthodox, Conservative and Re- 
form Jewish congregations and 
rabbis throughout the country 
proclaimed the week of April 15 
a week of mourning to honor the 
memory of President Roosevelt 
and called on all rabbis and con- 
gregations to offer memorial 
prayers on the day of the funeral 
and during the week of mourn- 
ing. 

The Synagogue Council also re- 
quested that a five-minute period 
of silence be observed during this 
week beginning at 3 p. m. in all 
Jewish establishments and that 
all social events scheduled for 
this week be cancelled in respect 
to the President’s memory. 

Rabbi Herbert Sz Goldstein, 
president of the Synagogue Coun- 
cil, issued the proclamation and 
stated that in the death of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt “the world lost its 
first citizen, the United States its 
greatest American and Jewry one 
of its staunchest friends.”

S time to tell you about a certain birthday 

that occurs this year and the 70th birth- 
day of an idea really is something to notice; 
especially of an idea that has remained young 
and vigorous after 70 years. 

A 70-year-old idea seems to be well-estab- 
lished in the world. Ideas come and go and 
few of them live that long. 

This particular idea is more than just a con- 
cept in the minds of people. It has become a 
great institution. It may be the temple in 
which you worship, if you are a member of 
a temple congregation. It is the textbook your 
child uses in the Sabbath school. It may be 
the modern, lively young 
man who is your rabbi. 

It is a stately group of 
buildings on a hill in the 
city of Cincinnati, called 
the Hebrew Union Col- 
lege. Yes, on Oct. 3 it 
will be 70 years since the 
Hebrew Union College 
was founded in the base- 
ment of a synagogue in 
Cincinnati. The numerous temples, the Sab- 
bath schools, the textbooks, the rabbis, all came 
out of that occasion. 

The idea was Dr. Isaac M. Wise. He was a 
rabbi out of Bohemia who came here for free- 
dom’s sake in 1845. Elderly gentlemen in Cin- 
cinnati remember him in the venerable majesty 
of his latter years. He died in 1900. Still 
stands the temple he built in the sixties—a 
structure of Moorish outline. The original 
geometric frescoes of the interior haven’t faded. 

Dr. Wise may be called one of the later 
Jewish prophets. He developed the concept 
of Judaism called Reform, though a better 
name for it is Progressive Judaism. It was a 
liberal faith measured to the breadth of Ameri- 
can democracy. 

Wise’s interpretation of Judaism was toward 
the preservation of Judaism in the American 
scene, for Americans. People were not made 
for Judaism to be worn by them like some 
straight-jacket. Judaism was made for people. 
He preached a Judaism that could grow and 
adapt itself to the conditions of free life in 
America. 

Wise preached that Jews must be of the 
bone and sinew of American life, not separte 
from it. He challenged ghettos, spiritual as 
well as physical; ghettos built by enemies and 
ghettos built by Jews themselves. 

He preached the Torah and the prophets in 
the light of ideals acceptable to men and women 
of the nineteenth century. To him the under- 
lying truths of Judaism were absolute; the 
forms in which these truths found expression 
were relative. Religious forms were things 
that, like all human things, could change 
and become new forms. 

Wise preached a Judaism that was not self- 
serving. His Judaism was a light for Jews 
to carry into the world on the march with all 
other men of good will an age of universal jus- 
tice, mercy and peace. This was prophetic 
Judaism, since it was the vision of Israel’s 
prophets. ‘ 

He defined it: “A religion without mysteries 
or miracles, rational and self-evident, eminently 
human, universal, liberal and progressive, in 
perfect harmony with modern science, criticism 





versal liberty, equality, justice and charity.” 

Wise’s idea was to send this concept of 
Judaism around through the mouths of many 
men throughout the land; to train young 
Americans for the service of the American 
rabbinate. He had already founded the Union 
of American Hebrew Congregations; under the 
sponsorship of this Union he founded, on Oct. 
3, 1875, the Hebrew Union College—first rab- 
binical seminary in the United States—to bring 
up rabbis to preach a liberal, progressive Juda- 
ism in the English language. 

Eight years later the first class of Reform 
rabbis was graduated. There were four of 
them, of whom Dr. David Philipson, rich in 
years and works, survives. Four hundred .and 
seventy-one other rabbinical graduates of the 
Hebrew Union College have gone in their foot- 
steps since. They have been more than preach- 
ers; they have led their communities to the 
appreciations and respect of the cities in which 
they serve. 

They have been builders of social institutions, 
have been creative leaders in the nation and in 
their communities, have served with Protestant 
and Catholic for the common good, have brought 
progressive Judaism to the heart and mind of 
youth in time when he questions old and dog- 
matic religious ways. 

They have influenced their congregations 
toward a vital and effective participation in the 
life of their cities, It’s known particularly in 
the city in which the Hebrew Union College 
stands, since I live in it. There three genera- 
tions of Jews have been touched by the teach- 
ing of Isaac M. Wise and his pupils in the col- 
lege—by this liberal and progressive Judaism 
which broke down ghetto walls and summoned 
Jews to take their manful part in the general 
life, in accordance with their prophetic ideals. 

In this community Jews have been vigorously 
and idealistically to the fore of the city’s affairs 
—prophet-like spirits who leads movements of 
social and political reform, who take up politics 
with no desire or hope of gain and accept of- 
fice by compulsion of conscience. They lead 
in humanitarian services and carry lights for 
better ways of social living; they have much 
to do with education and the arts. 

They have served Jewish life no less. They 
have been faithful at their own altars, have 
built noble Jewish institutions of religion, phil- 
anthropy and education. They go along co 
operatively with the men and women of tra- 
ditional Judaism to build with them an ever 
lovelier house of Isradl. 

They are the children and grandchildren of 
Wise’s teaching and of his disciples who came 
after him. In their characters is this liberal 
and progressive Judaism whose ideals are ap- 
plied to that which is righteous and that which 
is beautiful and that which is true in the com- 
mon life. 


Well, the 70 years are about over and there’s 
to be a proper celebration of the birthdays in 
all the congregations everywhere that are 
served by Hebrew Union College rabbis. You 
will hear of that from congregational leaders 
as the time of the birthday approaches. The 
college’s friends are planning a birthday gift— 
$5,000,000 for its endowment—to be presented 
to the college, through it’s President, Dr. Julian 
Morgenstern, on the anniversary.

Young Judaea Finds a Corpse

EDNESDAY night was the busiest night at Neighborhood 
Community Center. First of all, the Boy Scouts were there, 
secondly it was adult night in the sewing and manual training rooms 
upstairs, and our own Joung Judaea Group, the Kadimahs, as well 


as many other clubs our age were 
all everyone was rehearsing for- 


his or her part in the Center 
Pageant that was to be held on 
the next night, Thursday. 

Why it wasn’t held for a week, 
T’ll tell you later. 

When you get fifteen girls like 
the Kadimahs together you're 
bound to have noise and excite- 
ment and since it was the night 
before the Pageant and our club 
was to act out the story of Eretz 
Israel, we were as jumpy as frogs 
and as noisy as crickets. The bell 
had not as yet rung announcing 
the end of 6:30-7:30 activities so 
that we could go into our room 
and that left us outside the door 
of the ticket room next to the 
auditorium waiting for our turn 
to enter. Although it was never 
used for ticket selling anymore, 
but for a combination rehearsal 
and clubroom, the old name was 
still stuck. Even the opening in 
the wall where the glass ticket 
window was once placed was cov- 
ered by a curtain on the hall 
side and a Young Judaean map of 
Eretz Israel on the room side. 

All of us were gabbing while 
the adults were pushing through 
to get to the stairs nearby and 
go on up and wait outside of 
their craft rooms till the bell. 
There were still three minutes to 
wait, but already the fifteen of 
us Kadimahs had packed our door 
solid. 

Everyone was excited except 
Susie. She would have been ex- 
cited too, but she was worried 
about her part in the club’s act. 
She was to name the new settle- 
ments in the north, but she could- 
n’t remember them all. She kept 
saying “Kfar Giladi, Tel Hai, Me- 
tulla and what’s that other one 
I'm supposed to say?”

7 FAROLD GREEN, the Brownsville Bulldog, did it again. On 

Saturday night last Harold belted out the tough Negro mid- 
dleweight Larney Moore in four heats at the Broadway Arena. 
Gfeen has come along so rapidly in the past six months that he 
must be classed as a threat to both the welter title and middle- 
weight title holders. 

He is a colorful boxer not only because of his name but 
pecause of his hair which was once flaming red and has re- 
cently turned pitch black. As a kid he was called Red Green 
or sometimes Stop-Go. He’s colorful because of his energetic 
ring style, a style fashioned on Mickey Walker’s and which has 
already earned the label Brownsville Bulldog. Green was born 
in Brooklyn April 1, 1923. He attended Jefferson High School 
for a while but played hockey so often to watch Al Davis 
train at Beecher’s Gym that his father finally gave him the 
choice of (1) finding a job; (2) becoming a boxer. He competed 
for a few months as an amateur and then turned pro in the 
early part of 1942. P 

That first year he had 30 fights, winning 25. In January 1943 
he enlisted in the Army and was assigned to the Medical Corps. 
He served for close to a year and then, just before Christmas of 
43 was given an honorable medical discharge. Since resuming his 
ring career as he has had around 20 fights, winning all but one, a 
draw. Today he rates as one of the best young welters in the coun- 
try, is one of New York’s outstanding ring attractions. He made his 
debut as a Madison Square Garden performer on November 3rd 
against Rocky Graziano. Trained by Freddie Brown, Green has 
developed rapidly, is a good body puncher, knows something of the 
art of boxing. 

Before he entered the Army and when he was still inex- 
perienced as a fighter, Green suffered the only knockout of his 
career. Caught cold in the first round, but was halted by Johnny 
Greco. He hopes to meet Greco in a return, Saves most of his 
money in order, he says, “to help my brother Eli—he’s 8 yearsold

Green always gets a big hand in Newark, where the fans think 
he’s Irish.

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The Editor's Chair 

I don’t like it very much, but 
I don’t know of anything I'd 
care to do about certain private 
clubs which exclude Jews. Which 
brings up the point of the fol- 
lowing which I am _ going to 
quote from Rev. O. Walter Wag- 
ner’s article, “This is God’s 
Country,” in the current issue of 
“The Protestant.” Rev. Wagner 
is referring to the state of Mich- 
igan. 

First I would like to recall to 
readers of at least two years 
vintage, the article I wrote de- 
scribing my attempt to find a 
golf course where I could play 
at Clearwater Beach, Fla., and 
then up the road at Duneden, 
which was an experience almost 
identical with that described by 
Rev. Wagner. I might point out 
that these are public clubs, of- 
fering their premises to vaca- 
tioners, not private ones, and 
that the Jewish people living 
nearby phoned protest vigorous- 
ly. I wonder also at the Ameri- 
canism of those non-Jews who 
patronize these clubs, nonchal- 
antly see these signs, and do 
nothing about them. 

“All of us had underscored 
the line in the ad about this 
cottage, stating that we were in 
easy range of the nationally fa- 
mous Crystal Downs _ course. 
With buoyant spirits and the 
good wishes of our families we 
set out for our first tilt. 

“We drove up to the beauti- 
ful entrance of Crystal Downs. 
There, on a huge stone, the kind 
one sees in pictures of the Sep- 
ulchre, in foot-high ietters block- 
ing your very entrance, stood 
the coal black words GENTILES 
ONLY. We stopped—lcoked—la- 
mented. We drove up the lane to 
turn around and there on the 
bulletin board, as big as life lest 
you fail to see the first sign, 
were the cruel words NO JEWS. 
They fairly screamed at you. I 
was proud of my brother-in-law 
that day. All he said was, “Let’s 
go home and play horseshoes.” 

“A day later, when we came in 
my oldest boy 
greeted us with the good news 





that he had seen an ad in the 
Benzie paper lauding the virtues 
of the Traverse City Country 
Club golf course—‘and it says 
Visitors Welcome.” Everybody 
was for going. We made a pic- 
nic of it. 

“Yessir! There it was! On a 
big public billboard on the out- 
skirts of the city as you come in 
on U. S. 31: ‘Welcome’ in let- 
ters all across the twenty-foot 
billboard. ‘1944 Golf Season 
Ofén. Visitors Welcome.’ In a 
few minutes we were there. 
Sandy was putting on his golf 
shoes—and I was mentally pol- 
ishing up my surprise. One more 
turn and we'd be at the entrance 


—and there, smack across the 
gate—‘Gentiles Only.’ No Jews 
again. 


“This time it was different. I 
was driving. Talking seemed to 
help. ‘So this is God’s country. 
Gentiles only. No Jews. Damn 
labor. It’s patriotic. Jesus was a 
Jew. Lived and died as a Jew. 
But his own people can’t pass 
or play here. Our Lennie was 
told he was fighting for religious 
freedom—for all his people. Mil- 
lions of boys are being sacrificed 
on fields of blood while here 
American Royalists decree ‘No 
Jews—Gentiles Only.’ Sandy, 
these malicious signs are not 
the smearings of a fanatic, fur- 
tively splashed under cover of 
darkness. Back of these signs 
are directives, policies, cool de- 
cisions by Boards of Directors. 
This is the work of men who 
negate the four freedoms, who 
write their own brand of fas- 
cism into by-laws and on bulle- 
tin boards. This is Hitler’s Ger- 
many in America.’ 

“We had come to a gas sta- 
tion. I drove in and asked, 
‘Where is there a golf course 
that is open to Jews?’ 

“The attendant looked at me 
for the distinguishing marks and 
finding none said, “There is only 
one course open to everyone. 
That’s out past the fairgrounds 
on route 37. It’s a miniature 
course. Anyone can play there. 
They only bar Negroes.’”

ESS’ than six hours ago, as this is being 
written, the world was informed of the 
death of the President of the United States. 
Millions of words will doubtless be written and 
uttered in the week that elapses before this 
appears in print, yet no obituaries or encom- 
iums, no matter how beautifully or emotion- 
ally expressed, will be adequate to convey the 
true significance of this loss. Writers must 
need grope, and in vain, within the limitations 
of language, to transmute instincts and feel- 
ings deeply rooted, into the base words of 
everyday speech. The nobility of the human 
mind, the dignity of the human spirit, the 
sacredness of the soul, cannot be subjected 
to the alchemy of words without becoming 
dross. 

Inscrutable are the ways of the Almighty. 
At Yalta Franklin D. Roosevelt stood on the 
heights of his Nebo. He could see the out- 
line of the better world toward which he was 
destined to lead mankind, but like that other 
great leader of yore, on his Nebo, it was not 
fated that he should enter into the Land of 
Promise. 

Our President was beloved by the Jewish 
people, and for the same reason that every 
other national, religious or racial minority 
loved him. He knew truly the meaning of 
democracy. The famous opening phrase of 
all his speeches had the ring of genuine sin- 
cerity; every auditor felt that Roosevelt was 
his friend.

Should Have Clarification on Rose Memorial Hospital 


O one can find fault with the announced 

plan of the Denver Jewish Community 
to erect a million dollar hospital as a “national 
shrine” to the memory of Maj. Gen. Maurice 
Rose. And it is hoped that public-spirited citi- 
zens from all parts of the country will con- 
tribute to the fine gesture in behalf ofa great 
Jewish military hero. 

But—and there is a but—the Denver Jew- 
ish community, which has made this announce- 
ment without consulting the rest of the U. S. 
Jewry, should make it clear that the hospital 
will be open to patients from all parts of the 
country, and is not merely a local Denver 
hospital. 

Several months ago the Denver Jewish com- 
munity embarked on a drive to build a Jew- 
ish hospital there. If the name of Gen. Rose 
is being used as a means of getting the rest 


of the country to contribute to a hospital for 
the Denver Jewish Community, then that is 
another question. People here and there may, 
after reading the announcement, want to con 
tribute. But to put on a full fledged drive 
throughout the country, as the first announce- 
ment indicates, that is something else. 

But the Denver Jewish Community is not 
altogether to blame. Under the present set- 
up in U. S. Jewry any organization can on its 
own without consulting anyone else go through. 
out the country soliciting funds, even for in- 
stitutions that do not exist. It is this situation 
which the Council of Jewish Welfare Funds 
and Federations would remedy when it seeks te 
return the authority for spending that affects 
the U. S. Jewish Community to the organized 
U. S. Jewish community, which is the some 
275 members in the CJWF. 


Why Not Work On The Jewish Women?

Believes Marvin Lowenthal Too Easy 
With Zionist Leadership, But Approves 


To the Editor, 

This writer takes his hat off 
to Marvin Lowenthal for his 
probing analysis of the present 
mess in the Zionist Emergency 
Council published in THE JEW- 
ISH POST for April 6. The pur- 
pose of these lines is not to take 
issue with the justified criticism 
leveled at the confused Zionist 
Jeadership. On the contrary, it is 
intended here to point up the 
question as to whether there isn’t 
as much fear of democratic pro- 
cedures within our American 
Zionism as Marvin Lowenthal 
shows there is of the approach 
to the democratic organs of the 
nations in whose hands resides 
the power to shape the course of 
events in Palestine. 


It may well be that Zionist 
leaders are confused because, as 
Lowenthal says, they do not un- 
derstand the new path which 
they themselves somehow have 
taken in the past two years, a 
path previously uncharted and 
untrodden by Jewish leaders. 
This is the path to the repre- 
sentative legislative bodies of the 
nations whose support we require 
rather than the back-stair ap- 
proach to powerful executives, 
whose power does not bind their 
peoples, however. Lowenthal ex- 
poses our leaders’ shtadlonuth 
fixation; it is the spell that still 
holds them paralyzed in its grip, 
that benumbs their comprehen- 
sion of the great change that has 
taken place. 


I would rather say that it is the 
Zionists leaders’ violation of a 
democratic tradition in Zionism 
—a tradition established by Theo- 
dore Herzl when he turned away 
from the wealthy Jewish nota- 
bles and toward the Jewish popu- 
lar masses— that is the more 
important source of present diffi- 
culties within the Movement in 
this country. 

The Zionist Organization of 
America knows only one legisla- 
tive body, the Convention. Yet its 
mandate to Dr. Silver was dis- 
regarded by a purely adminis- 
trative or at most executive body. 
The latter still continues to pay 
no heed to the evident wishes of 
the mass of Zionists throught the 
country, and hides behind the 
interdict against wartime con- 
ventions as an excuse for not 
hearing the will of the Zionist 
people. 

Calls for Resignation 

Furthermore, it is not only a 
convention mandate to an indi- 
vidual leader that the Zionist 
powers that we are flouting, but 
a popularly approved policy for 
a Jewish Commonwealth in Pal- 
estine. To permit themselves to 
manoeuvered into a position in 
which they, the leaders charged 
with the execution of that policy, 
accept its rejection by commit- 
tees of both Houses of the United 
States Congress, calls for their 
resignation if they have a sense 
of democratice values and pro- 
cedure, The Congress has more 
than one way of rejecting meas- 
ures that are proposed to it. One 
way is to kill them in committee 
even without an expression of a 
negative opinion. That is just 
what happened to the Palestine 
resolution in both chambers. Yet 
instead of a resignation by the 
discredited leaders, they staged a 
coup-d’etat and threw out the 
only one who stood by the ex- 
press mandate imposed by the 
Zionist constituency. 


Castigates Prima Donnas 

Of course, I agree with Marvin 
Lowenthal’s thesis that Zionism 
should seek to approach the key 
countries through their national 
legislatures so as to stand on 
much firmer ground. I also be- 
lieve he is right about the Zion- 
ist leaders’ failure to grasp this 
new concept. However, again I 
must submit that he let them 
off too easily, much too lenient- 
ly I would also point out that 
not only are the Zionist leaders 
in our country addicts to shtad- 
lonuth; they also love the prima 
donna role tradition. Which 
means, of course, that only one 
prima donna can strut on one 
stage at any one time. That is, 
that’s what it usually means. 
However, as a miracle people, we 
have a prima donna that struts 
on several stages at the same 
time. Dr. Stephen Wise is that 
imperialistic prima donna. All he 
has to capture is the American 
Jewish Committee and he’d have 
a royal flush. 


In this connection it is inter- 
esting to note that in a recent 
confidential report to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the World 
Jewish Congress, one of Dr. 
Wise’s main stooges, the Con- 
gress emissary to South America, 
tells frankly of that organiza- 
tion’s conspiring against Zionist 
funds in the Southern republics. 
Lowenthal is mild and kind when 
he says Zionist leaders are con- 
fused! 


Yet is seems to me that it is 
not mainly this incomplete orien- 
tation to the new political tech- 
nique or methodology—the open 
approach to legislative bodies 
rather than the private confer- 
enozs with executives—that is 
the source of the present serious 
difficulties within the Zionist 
movements itself. I say this be- 
cause during this great war many 
weighty decisions of necessity are 
the province chiefly of the exe- 
cutive, and the legislative body 
gives its full assent to such de- 
cisions, which then become as 
fully binding upon it as if orig- 
inated by it. It is also a fact that 
while the Balfour Declaration 
was given to us by one man, and 
that, in Lowenthal’s words, 
“Three men—Balfour, Lloyd 
George and Wilson—gave the 
Jewish people whatever politi- 
cal status they posses in Pales- 
tine”, the British Parliment and 
the United States Congress gave 
these acts their solemn approval. 


The Declaration and the result- 
ing political status in Palestine 
were born of the First World 
War, and as war acts of the exe- 
cutives with subsequent legisla- 
tive approval they were as demo- 
cratically arrived at as any of 
the other decisions coming out of 
the war “to make the world safe 
for democracy.” Futhermore, 
their validity was further rein- 
forced by international treaties 
that were ratified by a large 
number of national legislatures.

Ever since the Jewish Post 
has made its appearance on the 
news stands of New York City, 
it has created widespread discus- 
sion in our school. In your last 
issue you asked for constructive 
criticism.

Since I have been reading 
your paper, the only time Ortho- 
doxy was mentioned was a smail 
story about a graduation in the 
Beth Medrash L’Torah in Chi- 
cago. 

Another example is your sports 
page. You cover every conceiy- 
able topic, including for instance 
a half-Jewish baseball player 
and a West: Virginia basketball 
team, or something to that ef- 
fect. Yet I have seen no mention 
of our Yeshiva College basket- 
ball team, although we have 
played some of our most impor- 
tant games, since I have started 
reading your paper. 

The only other mention of 
what might be called Orthodoxy 
was a Column Without a Name 
piece criticizing Rabbi Leo Jung 
for a statement about Yeshivas. 
I have seen Rabbi Jung’s answer 
to this point, and in all fairness, 
space should have been provided 
for such a reply. Again I stress 
the fact that although it is ob- 
vious that you don’t sympathize 
with Orthodoxy, in order to have 
a fair and representative news- 
paper, more space must be given 
to Orthodox news. 


MUST CEASE ACTING AS IF BEING 


JEWISH SOMETHING 


To the editor, 

Some weeks ago I heard a 
speaker at a Zionist meeting 
where he attempted to prove the 
need of Palestine for American 
Jewry by painting an extremely 
gloomy picture of the American 
‘scene. In effect this speaker said 
that he dreads to think of what 
awaits the American Jew within 
the next two decades. I resent 
this thesis greatly simply because 
it is not true to fact. 

In all probability anti-Semi- 
tism in America will increase 
after the war. The United States 
will be faced by the grave prob- 
lem of finding sixty million jobs. 
The economic dislocation will 
naturally create tension and 
many will be looking for a scape- 
goat—-and they will once again 
find it in the Jew. 

However, after the period of 
adjustment (which according to 
all observers will be brief) it is 
my firm conviction that anti- 
Semitism will decidedly decrease 
in this country. It is contrary to 
all logic that after the collapse 
of Nazism and Fascism, anti- 
Semitism should become stronger 
in America. While it will not dis- 
appear altogether it is sure to 
play an insignificant role in 
American public life. 

In the meantime we must gird 
ourselves for the struggle in the 
immediate postwar period. In 
this connection we must pursue 
two policies. First, we must con- 
vince the American people that 
anti-Semitism is undemocratic 
and contrary to the Declaration 
of Independence and the Ameri- 
ean Constitution. Second, we 
must spread propaganda to the 
effect that anti-Semitism is de- 
cidedly anti-Christian. It is im- 
possible for one to worship Je- 
sus the Jew and hate his breth- 
ren in the flesh. 

There is one more thing which 
we must do and which is sure 
to ease greatly the Jewish situ- 
ation. Jews must cease acting as 


Quite naturally we approve of 
your pro-Zionist policy. Although 
I don’t sympathize with the Miz- 
rachi, I don’t think I’ve ever 
seen it mentioned in your paper, 
as in all fairness it should. In 
that respect may I say that 
Boris Smolar is a favorite with 
me, while I think you should 
drop Al Segal. Perhaps more 
news about progress in Pales- 
tine, such as the story of the 
Hebrew Technological Institute, 
should be mentioned. 

I think the great value of 
your paper lies in revealing the 
virulent anti-Semitism spreading 
over the country. We approve of 
your editorial demanding. that 
Dr. Silver replace Gutstadt as 
head of the Anti-Defamation 
League. I certainly feel that the 
danger is being underrated, and 
that a more militant attitude 
must be assumed. Judaism should 
not divide its strength into two 
parts—-one to fight for Zionism 
and the other against anti-Sem- 
itism. We must concentrate abl 
our forces on each of these ob- 
jectives equally. t 

In conclusion, may I remark | 
that your paper shows constant:

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Jews Can't Stay 
in Europe, Says 
Zionist Leader

NEW YORK--The situation of 


Jewish people in liberated coun- 
tries is unbearable now and will 
continue so after the war, Elie- 
zer Kaplan, treasurer of the Jew- 
ish Agency for Palestine and 
Palestine Jewish leader, declared 
here at a press conference. Kap- 
Jan, who just arrived in Ameri- 
ica, stated that Palestinian Jews 
are determined to free hundreds 
of thousands of Jews still in 
Europe, “free them as human be- 
ings, free them as Jews.” He 
spoke at a press conference at 
the United Palestine Appeal 
Headquarters, 41 East 42nd 
Street. 

“Laws have been promulgated 
establishing Jewish rights of 
equality on paper, Kaplan said, 
“but it is not only a question of 
overthrowing the Nazi regime 
and punishing the people who 
took part in the crimes. A total 
generation has been brought up 
under Nazi philosophy and in 
many countries anti-Semitism 
was latent before facilities were 
found to express it. In many 
eountries the Jews are afraid to 
remain, they are frightened phy- 
sically. In liberated small towns 
even during the past months, 
they have been attacked.” 

These Jews can no longer fit 

‘into the economic life of these 
countries, Kaplan explained, be- 
cause “new vested interests have 
been established; their places 
are occupied. Also they do not 
wish to remain where their rela- 
tives were tortured and killed 
and where the population, at 
best, witnessed these acts and, 
in many cases, took part in 
them.”

FIND JEWISH DOCTORS NAZIS FORCED 
TO WORK ON JEWS AS GUINEA PIGS

BUCHENWALD, Germany — 
Several thousand Jews are among 
the 21,000 internees liberated by 
the advancing American troops 
from the notorious Buchenwald 
concentration camp, the corre- 
spondent of the Jewish ‘Tele- 
graphic Agency found upon his 
arrival here. The Nazis tried to 
transfer Jews from the camp 
prior to their retreat. Among 
these whom they succeeded in 
removing, on April 8, was Leon 
Blum, former Premier of France. 

The JTA correspondent spoke 
to some of the Jewish inmates 
and was shown the “barracks 


book.” There were page after 
page of names, with a red cross 
after a name indicating that the 
prisoner had died. At least half 
of the names marked with the red 
cross were Jewish. According to 
the records, 3,000 died in the camp 
in January, 5,400 in February and 
5,600 in March. 

In one barrack Jews were found 
who were used by the Nazis as 
guinea-pigs in experiments with 
a typhus vaccine. The Gestapo
